Study: Addiction can 
start with first puffs

LONDON - Scientists have confirmed a suspi- 
cion held by some smokers but never proven: It 
could take just a few cigarettes to become addia- 
cd. 

Some-12- and 13-year-olds showed evidence of 
-addiction within days of their first cigarette,— 
according to research reported this week in the 
Britich Medical Association journal Jobacco 
“CoruTT ^ ^ ^ ! 

"There's been a suspicion that many peop e 
become addicted very quickly, but this is reaUy 
the first hard evidence that we’ve had that this 
iiccurs,” said Dr.*Richard Hurt, director.of the 
Nicotine Dependency Unit at the Mayo Clinic. 
Experts have tried for years to determine ho^v 
_long ppople have to smoke before becoming _

at the University of Massachusetts- "If you fool 

- • .around- with cigarettes forjijeyy^«eks, yowmay 

be addicted for life." ' 

The study, conducted in 1998, followed 681 12; 
to 13-year-olds in central Massachusetts for a year 
and tracked their smoking habit.s. 

The researchers did not label any of them 
addicted because the standard definif 'in of mco- 
tine dependence assumes addiction cannot hap- 
pen without prolonged heavy smoking. The ^ien- 
tists simply recorded symptoms that indicate, 
addiction.
